Woolwine awaited information on 
this decision, keeping several of his 
deputies with him. It waa under- 
stood that if Mr. Erbstein was to be 
admitted to practice here the Dis- 
trict Attorney would “open fre with 
both barrels,” revegling in a state- 
ment all the accusations he says 
he possesses that are unfavorable 
to Mr. Erbstein.

CONFERENCE IN JAIL. 

An wnexpected conference  be- 
tween Attorney Erbstein and Mrs. 
Obenchain was held late last night 
at the County Jall. While Mr. Erb- 
stein was dining at the Ambassador 
he was suddenly summoned to the 
telephone and told by a matron of 
the jall that Mrs. Obenchain urgent- 
ly requested him to come imme- 
diately to the jail—that what she 
had to say to him was of utmost 


importance, 

Mr. Erbstein, attired tn his din- 
ner clothes, arrived at the jail at 
8:30 p.m. When Mrs. Obenchain 
met him in the corridor her eyes 
were red as if she had been weeping 
and she clutched a handkerchief in 
her hand. In a corner of the re- 
ception room they talked for an hour. 
Mr. Erbstein did most of the talk- 


ing. 

"When the conference had ended 
Mr. Erbstein stated that he could 
not discuss the conference or the 
conversation. He did admit that 
Mrs. Obenchain had hastily called 
him to the County Jail. 

Mre. Obenchain also excused her- 
self from discussing the confer- 


ence. 

“All that I can eay ts that I have 
found {n Mr. Erbstein a friend of 
the highest character—a wonderful 
friend,” she said. “Before tonight I 
have always felt fiat tn this case 
something, somebody has always 
been pulling me backward. S6ince 
talking to Mr. Erbetein I know that 
there is something, somebody back 
of me, pushing me forward.” 

BURCH SEES SURPRISE. 

As on the preceding days, Arthur 
Cc. Burch, who will go on trial next 
Tuesday to answer the charge of 
murdering J. Belton Kennedy, the 
Los Angeles broker, reiterated yes- 
terday that he had no further com- 
ment to make until the date of his 
trial. Since the reported “break” 
between him and Mrs. Obenchain he 
has declined to make any statements 
regarding the case. He stated that 
he will talk and tell everything he 
knows—things that wil startle 
everybody interested in the case— 
but that that time will be when he 
takes the witness stand in his own 
defense. 

Mrs. Obenchain, who the 
afternoon in the sweltering County 
Jail with her divorced husband, 
Ralph Obenchain. who ls a mem- 
ber of her legal staff, waited in vain 
for the coming of Attorney Erbstein. 
She read eagerly all the newspa- 
per stories bearing upon her case 
and apparently was feeling more 
cheerful—because of the near-ap- 
proach of the trial—than she had 
been during the entire week.

But it ts a remarkable 
thing that during the silkworm 
rearing time in the silk districts, 
even the sickest people, contrary 
to all expectation, do not die. The 
rate of death among qld people 
and busiest season is very low in- 


deed. 

What is the reason? Well, most 
of these people unconsciously 
think. “Well, if I die now, every- 
one will be very much upset be- 
cause I do not finish my work, 
and if I die, I too will be very 
much upset in the other world 
because no one here will have 
time to give me a good funeral, 
and to see that I eam properly 
and comfortably buried. So 
guess I had better live just a bit 
longer.” And remarkable to re- 
late they do go on living. The 
will to live makes them bear the 
ills of living and they do not die 
during the growing seasons. 

Rut after the transfer of the 
matured silkworms to the cocoon 
beds, for ten days there are peo- 
ple dying everywhere. That is 
strange, too. But really it is be- 


cause the epirit no longer holds 
them up. The excitement is over, 
and with rest comes death; the 
time of anxiety. is over and the 
strain is loosened, and with the 


loosening comes the end of life. 


In the silk regions there are 


not many deaths in either the ex- 
tremely hot or the extremely 
cold times. But just after the 
siikwerms are transferred to the 
cocoon beda, after the strenuous 
days of rearing them from the 
egg are over, then they die like 
flies in winter. It is all a matter 
of spirit, or as some would call 
it, “mind."—-[Japan Advertiser.

AMERICANS IN 


GERMANY HIT. 


Manufacturing Plants May be 
Forced td Close. 


Being Held Up on Prices of 
Raw Materials. 


Germans Refuse to Deliver at 
Contract Figures. 


[BY A. FP. CORRESPONDENCE.) 

BERLIN, Oct. 10.—Some Ameri- 
cans in business in Germany say that 
the continued depreciation of Ger- 
man and Austrian money threatens 
to ferce American branch manu- 
factufing plants distributing 
houses in the two countries te close 
or operate at a heavy loss in the 
hope that conditions shortly will 
improve. 
A number of small German busil- 
nesses, principally dependent on im- 
portations of raw materials, also 
are facing a crisis and to avoid 
bankruptcy, which they see five or 
six months® distant when the ex- 
haustion of reserve funds and stocks 
has been completed, are seeking to 
consolidate with larger, more firmly 
established institutions. 

CANNOT FILL ORDERS. 
The American manufacturing con- 


cerns dependent on German raw 
materials are faced with the pe- 


culiar situation of having huge 
Outstandimg orders in adjacent 


countries Which they are unable to 
fill because the Germans insist on 
delivering raw material at current 


prices, more than double in marks 


the prices at which the material was 
contracted for, and which would 
make impossible the filling of out- 
standing orders at a profit. 


Insistence by the foreign con- 


cerns on delivery at contracted prices 
has been without avail, protestations 
either being ignored or the foreign- 
ers being frankly told that such pro- 
cedure would almost immediately 
bankrupt the German firms, in view 
of ae recent depreciation of the 
mark, 


CONTRACTS NOW IMPOSSIBLE. 


American distributing houses al- 


so are embarrassed by the fact they 
have large contracts to fill at prices 
based on previous values of the fall- 
ing mark. 


“To make the situation worse, cer- 


tain German interests have started 
a cutthroat competition to secure 
and hold the export trade in manu- 
factured articles. which has enor- 
mously increased within the last 
few months,” the representative of 
an American branch manufacturing 
Plant said. “This competition fails 
to take into consideration the funda- 
mental proposition that funds mua 
be ‘set aside for depreciation but is 
based almost solely on the desire 
for immediate profits. The unavoid- 
able consequence will he that with- 
in six months or so these firms will 
face the necessity of repairs or im- 
provements, without money to pay. 
unless the capital stock is drawn 
upon. Such a condition cannot long 
contin.*, unless there is a substan- 
tlal improvement in Germany 
money.” 


CLAIM BANKRUPTCY NEAR. 
Industrialists hardest hit by the 


conditions have again resorted to the 
argument that the nation will be 
bankrupted if the Entente insists on 
collection of future indemnities in 
sums agreed upon and in this con- 
nection point to the damage done 
economic Germany by the payment 
of the last 1,000,000,000 marks gold. 
which cost approximately 63,000,- 
000,000 paper marks and was 
credited with forcing the value of 
the mark down a score of points. 


The efforts of the government ané 


the big bankers to agree upon a 
method of raising the next 1,000,- 
000,000 gold marks,andthe evident 
willingness of the bankers to stand 
by the government, are discounted 
by these financiers, some of whom 
profees to hope the reparations com- 
mission will decide full payment is 
impossible without disrupting the 
economic situation of Europe and 
accept part payment.

PORT WELL EQUIPPED. 

At this and other docks immense 
stee] barges were loaded for the 
trip across channel] to the French 
ports of debarkation, and on these 
barges and the manifold other craft 


constructed in the great yards, 
bought or commandeered for this 
war service, nearly all the British 
artillery and supplies were carried. 
No German port ever was better 
equipped than Richborough. 

Eighty miles of speciai railway 
tracks were laid to serve the docks 
alone and a shipyard was established 
where nothing had existed prior to 
the war except salt marsh. 

The barges of this ferry were 
enormous and could take an entire 
train of the short “wagons” or 
freight cars in which the British 
railways transport freight. The im- 
mense importance of this port to 
the final victory of the Allies may be 
estimated when I say that not less 
than one-third of all shipments 
made from England to any of the 
war zones, including, of course, that 
of France and Belgium, were made 
from Richborough. In one month, 
that of October, 1918, the ferries 
going out of Richborough carried 
132,000 tons of supplies. 

600 GUNS IN 48 HOURS. 

In 1918 when .the British and 
French suffered such disaster—in the 
last week of March—the army of 
Britain and much of that of France 
was re-equipped with an almost in- 
stantaneous promptitude largely be- 
cause of the efficiency of this port. 
Six hundred guns, which were the 
total of the British loss, were re- 

laced by new ones shipped from 
ichborough In something less than 
forty-eight hours after the begin- 
ning of the British knowledge of the 
disaster. 

It is an extraordinary thing that 
the Germans apparently never got a 
real inkling of the importance of this 
port, despite the acknowledged per- 
fection of their spy service. Of course 
Richborough was well equipped with 
air defense facilities, but it was not 
called upon to use them, for at no 
time did it suffer serious attacks by 
Zeppelins or airplanes although it 
wae, of course, within easy reaching 
distance for them. 

The veesele constructed in the 
Richborough yards were of the most 
purely utilitarian character—the 
barges for the train-ferry, tow-boats, 
large and small, rescue tugs (power- 
ful sea-brutes capable of hustling 
even great ships into port after they

With this tremendous load on 
behind her on steel cables and in 
by no means the best of weather the 
St. Columb managed to achieve an 
average of six knots per hour, while 
her crew was ever ready for at- 
tack by submarine. 

Today the British government with 
respect to Richborough and its craft 
is in much the same position that 
the American government is in with 
regard to Hog Island and the Ship- 
ping Board craft.

On other hand, there is a good 
deal of proof that. they do not know ; 
im advance a t weather condi- 
tions. If they did, there would be 
fewer catastrophies in the animal 
world. 

“Weather changes often overtake 
birds, for instance, with tragic re- 
sults. If birds could sense storms 

ahead we would not hear of 
3,000,000 Lapland longspurs being 
beaten to the ground in «a driving 
storm in Minnesota. This incident 
occurred in the spring when these 
birds were flying north. were 
caught in the gale. 
over, ornithologists measured the

WHAT MAKES FUR GROW. 
By the same specious ning, 
it is sometimes asserted t ani- 
mals are provided with thicker fu | 
in preparation for a sevére winter. 
The facts, so far as stience has 
studied them, are that animals do 
have thicker fur in cold winters. 
Animals in very cold climates have 
thicker coats than similar species 
farther south. This is well-réc+ 
ognized fact in the fur trade, where 
furs from the far North bring much 
higher pices than pelts from 
warmer latitudes, 
The overlooked fact here is that 
the warmer coat is furnished by na- 
ture after the cold sets in, not be- 
fore. Roughly speaking, the cold 
stimumtes the skin toe preduce 
thicker fur. Yet reports of thick- 
er fur on culmals in the early fall 
are widely regarded as a sure sign 
of heavy weather ahead. 
ANOTHER FALLACY. 
Hibernation ie another misinter, 
preted animal function. Early hi- 
bernation is often pointed out as 
one of the signs of approaching 
cold. As a matter of fact, animals 
do not hibernate so much on ac- 


bodily condition. When «a bear has 
an inch of fat on hig body, or what- 
ever he needs for the winter, he 
feels, we may imagine, much like a 
person who has eaten a hearty 
meal. So the bear curls up in «a 
protected place and sleeps. 
With some animals this desire for 
sleep comes in the hottest part of 
the year. Ground esquirrels in the 
West go into the ground tn July and 
Stay there the balance of the sum- 
mer months. 
An example of how hibernation 
is connected in our minds with 
weather is the ground hog shadow 
tradition. The ground hog, or wood- 
chuck, is supposed to regulate the 
comi of spring. The story goes 
that the ground hog comes out of 
his hole on Candlemas day, Febru- 
ary second, and looks around. If 
he sees his shadow he returns to his 
hole, thereBy informing the world 
that winter is not over. If the sky 
is cloudy he ventures out to enjoy 
the spring days that are coming. 
DON'T TRUST THE GROUNDHOG. 
This tradition got its origin 
through the January thaw that sets 
in sore years. For a week or two 
the is pleasant and melit- 
ing Farmers know by experience 
that this fine weather does not hold, 
and that it is almost invariably fol- 
lowed by a setback. Spring its apt 
to come sooner if there is no Janu- 
ary thaw, and the temperature 
rises gradually a little later. The 
rround hog comes into. the story 
because he emerges from his win- 
ter quarters about this time. [f he 
comes out and finds the sun shining 
he is supposed to know that the 
warmth is too unseasonable to last. 
The story would be more reason- 
able if the fate of the winter rested 
on the temperature of ground hog 
day rather than the sun. A day of 
freezing temperature may be bright 
and sunny. Yet the sign would 
read that the ground hog saw his 
shadow and winter was sot over. 
Tracing the different traditions 
back, it is easy to see how they 
originated. Today we merely quote 
them without considering their aig- 
nificance or without making allow-

“Naturally —tn Los Angeles, all of 
these suspects are immediately 
tried and convicted in the newspa- 
pers, the resultant atmosphere be- 
ing such that if there were any 
question as to guilt, a fair trial 
would be impossible Just now it 
is a mysterious murder of a young 
man who seems to have been a 
bachelor when he ought to have 
been married KRefore that it was 
the killing of a police officer by a 
drug addict. who always kept just 
two Jumps sahead of the arresting 
officers--and is at least that far 
ahead of them yet. A little earlier 
it Was the Denton case. Yes, Loe 
Angeles is easily the killingest mu- 
nicipality we happen to know of.”

ik CITY HALL LOBBY. 

The old-time lobbyist has gone out of 
fashion in most of the legislative halls of 
America, but he is still rampaging around 
at the Los Angeles City Hall. Countless 
Mayors have tried to kick these men out of 
the city government, to which they have 
attached themselves like barnacies on a 
ship's bottom, but the Mayors have wearied 
of the job or the voters have wearied of the 
Mayors for many reasons, and the lobbyist 
has continued to slink about in the jungles 
of city political affairs as taxpayers and 
property owners have learned later to their 
cost, when their assessments and tax bills 
have arrived. 

During the flurry preceding the munici- 
pal elections lobbyists disappear from City 
Hall; the Council candidates appear in the 
roles of free, untrammeled friends of the 
taxpayers and the people at large and dis- 
tribute promises right and left that if elect- 
ed to office they will lie awake o’ nights 
working out ways and means to serve the 
common good. “Hooray!” says the voter, 
who casts his ballot, elects Councilman 
Bjones to office and then proceeds to for- 
ket all about the city government for two 
years. The lobbyist then reappears and 
takes up his task of peddiing his “influence” 
with the Council wherever he can find a 
customer. The so-called “paving trust” has 
paving materials to sell. Paid lobbyists 
see to it that streets are found on which 
to lay paving material and then, being ac- 
quainted with all of the details of the “red 
tape” surrounding street improvements, the 
lobbyists patiently follow these proceedings 
through and finally, snapping their whip of 
control over the Council, the lobbyists se- 
cure suffictent votes to order the work done 
over the protest of the majority property 
owners. 

A new Mayor takes office sincerely de 
sirous of trying to give the people th st 
that is In him and to leave a record for 
efficiency and integrity that will long be 
remembered. Lobbyists Insert themselves 
between the Mayor and the Council and by 
subtle methods “gum the cards,” as the ex- 
pression goes, and the Mayor finds himself 
with his back to the wall, unless he will 
make terms with the lobbyists and will ap- 
point their candidates to public office. 

Union labor uses the methods of the Los 
Angeles City Hall lobbyist, as was shown 
last week when the Central Labor Coun- 
‘cil's scheme to block the addition of at 
least 300 to a pitifully inadequate police 
department was successful and by the votes 
of President Criswell and Councilmen Mal- 
lard, Sparks, Sanborn and Wheeler, a mere 
handful of men were given to Chief Jones 
to patrol the city. 

And what is to be the end of it all? Pos- 
sibly as long as there are contractors with 
paving materials and other supplies to seil 
to the city there will be middlemen lobby- 
ists to act as intermediaries and by retail- 
ing their “influénce” with the Counci]men 
put over any schemes “they desire. The 
practice will end in Los Angeles for all 
time to come when men are elected to the 
Counci!l who will tell the lobbyists to go to 
a hotter place than the corridors of City 
Hall, will tel] them that this Is a city gov- 
ernment administered for all of the people, 
that in this republic the majority rule is 
the law of the land and that, above all, the 
common good of Los Angeles is the only 
real test that shall be applied to men and 
measures presented to the City Council, 
whether it be the appointment of members 
of a Board of Harbor Commissioners or the 
proposed paving of Lyon street under the 
notorious act of 1911. 

The taxpayers themselves are partly to 
blame for the condition existing today at 
City Hall, where the lobby is growing more 
and more powerful as the citizens take less 
and less interest in their city government. 
It is a pity that the city charter does not 
provide that the citizens shall elect a lobby- 
ist-at-large to fight fire with fire, to remain 
on duty every day at City Hall to see to it 
that the Councilmen legislate for all of the 
people and when they fail to do their duty 
publish the fact broadcast with the real 
story of the “wire pulling” that went on 
and the reasons for it. The citizens will 
then know who of the Councilmen wore a 
captivating smile and proffered the glad 
hand for vote-getting purposes only and who 
have stood fast for the best interest of the 
entire city, whether the issue was one of 
selling $13,500,000 of the city’s bonds for 
$11,965,000, of providing a soft berth in the 
city’s service for a friend of a friend of the 
lobbyist or of recommending that the city 
purchase a lot of idle land belonging to a 
city politician. 

The lobbyist fs as out of date as the dodo 
bird, but he is retaining his clutches wher- 
ever he can find a complaisant legislator 
and a client for his most dubious ‘“‘serv- 
ices.” When the lobbyist is kicked out of 
Los Angeles City Hall it will be a happy 
day for the city government, the taxpayers 
and the people. 


AN’T AFFORD TO BE SICK. 

Despite the fact that all men are sup- 
posed to be equal in the United States 
there are three classes here, as elsewhere— 
the rich, the middle and the poor. The lat- 
ter and the former can afford to be sick, 
but the middle class cannot because of the 
high cost of doctors, nurses and medicine. 
A noted surgeon has made the charge that 
the nurses have joined the profiteers and 
demand exorbitant pay for their services. 
He declares that as things now are only the 
very rich or the very poor can receive prop- 
er treatment and care when sick.

the physician says nothing about the high 
charges made by many men of the medical 
profession, he certainly has succeeded in 
calling attention to a growing problem 
which has been raised through the unton- 
(zation of nurses. There was a time when 
a salaried man could, in case of sickness In 
his family, get the services of a nurse for 
about $18 a week and the nurse, of course, 
received her board and lodging. Nowadays 
few nurses will look at any wage under $35 
a week, and how can the ordinarily circum- 
stanced man pay such a sum in addition to 
the ether bills which rain upon him when 
ilinets descends on the home? And sup- 
pose the costly services of the nurse and 
the dpctor are of no avail and the patient 
dies. Then comes the undertaker and the 


last stage of the unfortunate family is worse 
than the first 


multiplying its pay rolls. 


RODUOCTION AND GROWTH, 

It is gratifying to note that Southern 
California is increasing its production as 
rapidly as it is gaining in population. That 
means that the growth, remarkable though 
it has been, is healthy and substantial, that 
it is capable both of sustaining itself and 
of laying the foundation for further growth. 
It means also that newcomers have found 
ways to participate in the activities and 
production of the community without undue 
loss of time. 

Population gains, especially when they 
are as huge as in the past few years in 
California, are impressive. They are more 
conspicuous and more readily understood 
than some of the attendant phases of 
growth. Figures on increase of population 
are obvious. They lend themselves to strik- 
ing comparisons and requiré little analysis. 
They are doubly significant in California, 
however, when considered in connection 
with our tremendous gains in industry, trade 
and general production. 

Los Angeles county, with the exception 
of one or two years, has led the counti*s of 
the United States in the value of its soil 
products. It has held the lead, not because 
of its orange groves, although it produces 
superb oranges, and not because of Its dairy 
products, although its dairies are among 
the best In the land. It ranks first because 
it produces a great variety of valuable prod- 
ucts. It not only produces in quantity, but 
excels in yleld and quality. 

When Los Angeles county first took the 
lead in soil production among the counties 
of the nation its agricultural and horticu!- 
tural phases were more pronounced by com- 
parison than now. Since then the popula 
tion has quadrupled. A world metropolis 
has come into being within its borders. 
Land that once was purely agricultural is 
now thickly settled with residences. Crops 
of bariey that a few years ago were raised 
where the fashionable Wilshire district now 
is, and in other portions of Los Angeles, no 
longer figure in the county’s agricultural 
production. 

Groves of bearing fruit trees have been 
cut up into residence lots to make room 
for the rapidly swelling population. Urban 
life has steadily encroached upon suburban 
life. Yet, withal, Los Angeles county, apart 
from its population and industrial growth, 
has maintained its lead in soil production. 
More intensive farming, better utilization 
of farming opportunities and an abundance 
of water made available by the Aqueduct 
have been sufficient to offset the tremen- 
dous encroachments made upon agriculture 
and horticulture by spreading city popula- 
tion. 

Los Angeles county is in many respects 
the most remarkeble county in the United 
States and perhaps Its ability to maintain 
its soil production under conditions of as- 
tonishing population growth is its most re 
markable achievement. It has had close 
rivals in the past and has some now, other 
counties in Southern California being among 
the most formidable. It took second place 
to Aroostook county, Maine, one year when 
that famous potato-crowing county raised 
a bumper crop and marketed it at high 
prices. Los Angeles county is almost the 
southwesternmost county in the United 
States. Aroostook county is in the north- 
eastern tip of the country. The two coun- 
ties are as unlike as their geographical lo- 
cation and climate. Aroostook county agk- 
riculturists have been undisturbed by any 
great accers of population, but are restrict- 
ed in variety of production, The Maine 
county farming is mostly on a large scale 
That of Los Angeles county is varied and 
intensive. 

In Southern California more than one 
county hopes to wrest the championship 
from Los Angeles. Orange county, small 
in area compared with many California 
counties, has been going ahead at an aston- 
ishing rate. Figures recently compiled show 
that Orange county's oi] and soil produc- 
tion total this year is almost $99,000,000. The 
fields and orchards of Orange county are 
making a remarkable record for yield per 
acre and quality of product and that county 
is_pressing close upon the heels of Los An- 
geles. 

The rise as a productive area of Imperial 
county in the past twenty years has been 
phenomenal. The reclaimed desert has 
flashed across the agricultural horizon like 
a meteor. No man can compute or estimate 
its ultimate limit of production. San Ber- 
nardino county, with its vast areas of rich 
land and its record of annual increase in 
production, is another riva) of Los Angeles 
county, and Riverside county f* advancing 
as rapidly. When Los Angeles county, com- 
pelied to meet the population needs of more 
people than all California had a few years 
ago, ylelds its agricultura) scepter it is rea- 
sonably to be expected that some other 
Southern California county will take its 
place. 

So, as population figures swell, Southern 
California is growing otherwise in propor- 
tion. Losing none of its agricultural and 
horticultural prestige, it is extending its 
trade relations, building giant factories and 
Production and 
population gains go hand in hand, making 
for solidity as well as rapidity of growth. 


T PEACE PAGEANT.

Even in Los Angeles our Thes- 
pians found it decidedly bieak when they 
gave us Shakespeare in the Hollywood Bow! 
and unfortunately the ancient Romans 
never knew a thing about fur-lined over 
coats, and !t isn't good form to introduce 
them into a performance of “Julius Caesar.” 

The people who take part in historic pa- 
geants always impress us as being peculiar. 
ly sacrificial. They have to sacrifice their 
personal dignity, their comfort and their 
beauty in such a dubious cause. They al- 
ways look anxious, hungry, cold, self-con- 
scious and lacking in that fine confidence 
that correct attire and a seven-course din- 
ner—on time—inspire. Pageants always 
butt into one’s mealtimes, always wear one 
to a frazzie of nervous tension, always de- 
mand foolish clothing and not enough of 
it, and no one fs ever remotely deceived by 
even the cleverest make-up. 

But it is so obvious that a Disarmament 
Conference without a pageant would be a 
futile, worthless thing. Amateur dramatic 
allegory {s an indispensable concomitant of 
practica! international debate. If we can't 


have both by all means let us have the pa

LONDON NAMED FOR TAVERN.

*| veloped land could Iie hidden in 
Los Angeles city, well within the 
city limite and in the heart of an

Canary Birds 


Tamed Today. 


“Much of the creaking and rat- 
tling. which is a source of constant 
annoyance to motorists could be 
eliminated by giving a few mo- 
ment'’s attention to the doors of the 
ear,” declares E. EF. Caister, man- 
ager of sales for the Standard Steel 
Automotive Products Company, dis- 
tributors of the Standard eight. 

“The conventional bedy has at 
least two rubber bumpers for each 
door, these being designed to keep 
the doors tight. But In time these 
bumpers become flattened down or 
worn,” said Caister. “By wedging 
in a little backing in the form of 
a sliver of wood or a piece of tin. 
however, these bumpers can be re- 
stored to their full efficiency—and 
the door ratties will vanish. 

“While this is being done,” con- 
tinued Caister, “a few drops of oil 
on the door locke will frequently 
cause many a baffling squeak to dis- 
appear. Rattles, or even knocks, are 
often traceable to tools or other 
loose articles In the door pockets. If 
thi must be carried in the pock- 
eta, sure to them in tight. 

“A variety of rattling noises which 
is most commonly heard tn the rear 
of cars, Is invariably due to side play 
between the emergency brake levers 


which pass through metal brake 
discs. These discs amplify § the 
sounds so that the noise appears 
serious, and at least annoying. In 
this wear, it is 
necessary to move the brake levers 
over close to the brake supports of 
the discs, but in order to do this, the 
wheels must be removed, so that 
the cam shafts may be held while 
the levers are pushed over. But if 
the car owner does not wish to go 
to this expense, it is only necessary 


between the levers and the supports.

RIALTO.—Thirtytwo cars of grapés 
have been shipped out of Rialto this sea- 
son, and while figures on returms are not 
yet obtainable, it is understood that good 
prices are being obtained. The grape crop 
in this vicinity was heavy and of finest 
quality. There was some damage to the 
crop from the rain, but the damage is not 
to be considered in comparison with the 
great benefit accruing to the citrus 
groves. Most of the Rialto citrus houses 
nave completed the season's shipments, 
but the Rialto Packing Company is still 
sending out Valencias. Other miscella- 
neous varieties shipments have been com- 
pleted, with an average price per box 
f.o.b. Rialto, for all grades and sizes re 
ceived as follows: bloods, $1.95: navels, 
$2.33; seedlings, $2.34; Mediterranean 
Sweets, $2.66; St. Michaels, $2.73; grape- 
fruit, $2.80; lemons, $3.46. The Rialto 
Heights Association reports for Washing- 


ton navels the highest average price 06 
any of the associations in the San Ber- 
nardino County Fruit Exchange. The sea- 
son’s average for everything shipped, all 
sizes and all grades, per packed box, f.0.b. 
Rialto, being $2.78, which is 40 cents per 
box above the price received by any other 
house in the country. Other averages, per 
packed box, f.o.b. Rialto for shipments 
sent out by the Rialto Heights Associa- 
tion are Mediterranean Sweets, $2.35; St. 
Michaels, $2.98; grapefruit, $2.52; Valen- 
cias, $3.01. 


EXPECTS BIG CROP. 

TERRA BELLA.—C. W. Burtmer, care 
taker for 100 acres of citrus groves in the 
Halbert tract, is anticipating the largest 
crop of navel oranges ever taken from 
these groves. Every acre in the proper- 
ties will show a decided increase over last 
year, he says. On the W. 8. Wilson ten 
acre orchard he has placed 225 props tu 
keep the limbs from breaking down. and 
he will prop many trees in groves owned 
by the Misses Cook, the Hickmans and 
Prof. H. E. Owen. The Wilson grove 
yielded around 800 boxes in 1919, 1200 boxes 
last year, and this year’s yield is estimated 
above 2000 boxes. Other properties show 
proportionate increase. 


EARLY POMEGRANATE. 

SPRINGVILLE.—A. W. Patton, who has 
been conducting experiments at his ranch 
near here for fourteen years, is displaying 
a new product this fall in the pomegranate 
line. Mr. Patton has a young tree some 
distance from his pomegranate orchard 
which he has watched closely. This season 
it produced a good quality, rosy-red, well- 
formed fruit which is said to have turned 
to the mature color and to have ripened 
fully a month earlier than any kuown va- 
riety of pomegranates. The fruit is of ex- 
cellent flavor and is attracting consider- 
able attention. Chester A. Doyle, field man 
for the Stewart Fruit Company, states that 
the fruit’s earliness should make it a leader 
on the market and insure a top price.

| COTTON STILL LIVE 
TOPIC IN ARIZONA. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)—From Scéretary J. 
A. Arnold of the Southern Tariff Association 
has come prediction that the new tariff bill 
will, at leasi, sustain the present ‘-cent 
duty on long-staple cotton. The hearing 
is expected to arrive at the cotton sections 
about November 1. Gov. Campbell and 
a strong delegation of Arizona growers are 
expected to be present. 

The Arizona Experiment Station in the 
Salt River Valley is now studying the effects 
of various grades and combinations of fer- 
tilizer on cotton lands and crops. For three 
years there has been division of a ten-acre 
field into half-acre blocks, in each of which 
there has been used a different fertilizing 
agent. On one plot as much as ten tons 
of barnyard manure has been used in a 
season. On another there has been liberal 
use of cottonseed meal. Various commer- 
clal fertilizers have been tried, as well as 
chemical] combinations evolved by the di- 
rector. It is told that while, in compari- 
son with the unfertilized field, there is a 
marked difference in the growth of the 
plants, the difference in yield is less no- 
table than might have been expected.

SOIL TEMPERATURE. 

TERRA BELLA.—“Soil Temperature” 
formed the basis of an interesting address 
given by Dr. P. A. Boncquet at the regular 
meeting of the Terra Bella farm bureau. He 
said in part: “A warm soil in the spring is 
particularly essential to citrus crops, as, in 
raising a semitropical product, complete de- 
velopment depends to a great degree on 
the temperature of the soil. Temperature 
of the soil not only eects leaf development, 
but that of the wood and the crop. When 
the temperature of the soil becomes too 
low to make the pumping machinery of the 
plant work, then the plant ceases feeding 
itself from the soil. Then the plant wilts 
and dies from starvation, although its roots 
are immersed in an abundance of soluble 
plant food. Factors in keeping the soil 
warm are deep fall plowing, the, use of dr- 
ganic matter in the soil, especially if turned 
under in the late winter, and light winter

foolish automobiles fitting Uke fireflies up and down the 
Calabasas road. 

But. after all, we fear that no such glory is to be ours. 

This French that we have so jauntily acquired on the 
ship will have as jauntily forsaken us by the time we 
reach home.

or dope. The poison is merely driven 


back into the blood, where it lies, awaiting | 


Then medi- 
cal science again promptly proceeds to sup- 
press the curative efforts. And so on, until 
the unfortunate patient succumbs, not to 
the disease, but to the medical poisons. 

Dr. George Starr White writes: 

“If one has been treated for gonorrhoea, 
while their system was impreenated with 
nicotine or alcohol, the gonorrhoea toxe- 
mias will persist indefinitely, or until the 
nicotine, or alcohol, is first eradicated. Nico- 
tine and alcohol both seem to act as bind- 
ers to hoid gonorrheoeal toxemias in the 

“There is only one way to curb venereal 
djseases, and that is through education. 
Every doctor should feel it his duty to edu- 
cate his patients along these lines. Little 
by little, parents will see the importance of 
proper education. 

“Diet has as much to do in the control of 
venereal diseases as exciting reading, 
though hardly ever a word is said regard- 
ing ‘exciting foods.’ No case of gonorrhoea 
can be cured if nicotine or alcohol is in the 
System. The sooner all physicians realize 
this the better. 

“There are many natvral methods of cur- 
ing gonorrhoea, but the diet must be the 
first thought. Get the system well cleaned 
out and keep it clean and simple methods 
will do the rest.

Quarantine Regulations. 


HE quarantine reculations, established 

by the Public Health Service, give au- 
tocratic power to physicians, who may be 
wise, or otherwise.

A man would die sooner on super-refined 
white flour than when fasting entirely. 

Compare this insipid starvation food with 
sweet, nutty, crisp brown bread, containing 
all the vital elements of the berry. To 
make such stuff palatable at all, they have 
to add mitk, sugar and salt, and then the 
eater adds butter and sometimes jam, on 
top of that. 

Is it any wonder that so many children 
get sick? 

While the government is so strictly regu- 
lating what we shall drink, how about what 
we eat’ 

There are a few mills in the United 
States that are making real four. One was 
started recently in Los Angeles. They 
meet with much opposition from “vested 
interests.” 

It is sald that white bread was intro- 
duced by an epicurean faddist of London, 
who gave a “white dinner,” over a hundred 
years ago. He had much difficulty In cet- 
ting the bread made. 

Experiments made on mice and dogs 
have shown that in less than two months 
those fed on white flour were nearly dead, 
while those fed on equal amovnts of whole 
wheat flour were “alive and kicking.” , 

“Improved” patent process flours not 
only remove the bran and the mineral ele- 
ments beneath, but alao the germ, whicl: is 
sold separately, in packages, thus bringing 
the “staff of life” a step nearer to a starva- 
tion food. 

Dr. Harvey Wiley, formerty chief chemist 
of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, in a speech before the New York ' 
Academy of Medicine, during the war said: 

“I have the official data before me con- 
cerning the percentage of rejects of con- 
scripts which the government expects to 
have to dea] with. The millers who im- 
pose white bread upon the nation have 
worked an evil the magnitude of which we 
are now about to deal with. 

“The only conceivable reme@f for the fu- 
ture lies in unimpoverished cereal foods. ; 
We now know, through sciegtific research, 
that all the diseases that can be classed as 
neuritis, pellagra, beriberi, acidosis, anae- 
mia, and the various forms of malnutrition 
which in ope way or another resemble 
these diseases, are caused by the consum)- 
tion of highly milled grain.. They are de-' 
ficiency diseases, and the only way to over- 
come them is to add to the diet the things 
that the millers take away. 

“Our breadstuff is dead food. It has no 
soul. We cannot do our duty by our sol 
diers or by the soldiers of our allies by sup- 
plying them with 81 per cent bread. I say 
this with all the earnestness of my soul: 
"Woe to this mation unices succeeds in 
shaking off the commercial parasites who 
have fastened themselves upon its physical 
body. Woe to this sation unless it re 
establishes the fundamentals of nutrition, 
which white four and denatured cereal 
foods have broken down.’” 

Several years ago Dr. Charies E. Banks, | 
senior surgeon of the United States Publiv 
Health Service, said: 

“There ix a campaign among the millers 
of wheat and interests allied to them to te | 
credit efforts to persuade people to prefer 
whele wheat bread to white bread. 

“Present methods of mifling utilize per 


a 
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sively the starchy part; the other 25 per 
cent, containing the phosphorus and oo 
mineral salts, vitamines, etc. is sold by 
millers as feed for hogs and cattle. These 
grow fat on it, for they are getting the best 
part of the wheat. 

“The diet of white bread is responsible 
for Americans of today being pale and 
anaemic in youth and fat and flabby at 40, 
whereas their grandparents, who ate whole 
wheat bread, were strong and ethietic.” 

It is difficult to get good entire wheat 
bread. So-called graham bread is often 
made of low grade flour, with a little bran 
and molasses. Unfermented bread ts usual- 
ly heavy and indigestible." 

Swedish “rye crisp’—made in Minnesota 
~-is a wholesome form of bread. 

Not more than a third of the people of 
the world eat bread. Americans eat alto 
gether too much cerea) food, making their 
| bodies acid, the cause of many: serious itis. 
Eat more vegetables, and less bread. 


The Cerm Fallacy. 


FEW weeks ago I quoted several emi-| 

nent physicians on the germ supersti- 
tion. Here is another witness—Walter R. 
Hadwea, M.D., of England, whe recently 
Visited Los.Angeies. -esides his medical 
degree, Dr. Hadwen is a Licentiate of the 
Royal College of Physicians, member df the | 
Royal College of Surgeons, and Licentiate of 
the College of Apothecaries. He also holds 
two gold medals for medicine and surgery. 
}Following is a contribution.sent by ‘Dr. 
Hadwen to the Care of the Body, before he 
left Los Angeles: 

“The past year has been fruitful im sur- 
prises. It has also been a year of fulfilment 
of prophecies. The surprisés consist in the 
fact that the gigantic claims made by the 
bacteriologists concerning the germ theory 
of disease, which has accounted for about 95 
per cent of the shameful] experiments car- 
ried out annually upon living animals, have 
completely broken down.

That the so-called poison (or ‘toxin’) 
which these discredited pathologic gefms 
were supposed to emit, cannot be identified, 
and that the antitoxin, which this imaginary 
toxin was supposed to be the means of in 
ducing In the blood, cannot be proved to 
exist. Thus, at one fell sweep, the whole 
financial edifice of vaccine and serum 
therapy, with its diphtheria, tetanus, typhoid 
and other ‘antitoxims’ and ‘vaccines,’ 
crumbles to the ground and all the statis- 
tics built upon it, which were so arranged 
as to show the salvation of mfljions of lives, 
constitute a pure umaduiterated myth. 

“(3.) That the blood of ‘immunised’ ant- 


| mals is found to possess no virtues superior | - 


to that of amy ordinary animal: for the 
blood of the latter is now declared by scien- | 
tists to be just as ‘efficacious’ as that of an 
animal which has been saturated with 
germs, and to produce similar resulte when 
injected into the body. ‘Artificial immanity 
oo innoculation,’ which has been acclaimed 
for the last half century, is therefore an fllu- 
sion. 

“(4.) That germs do not remain in the 
bleod when injected into it. After a time 
they cannot be found there; they rapidly es- 
cape, it is alleged, to definite parts in the 
body, where they locate themselves; there-| 
fore all the miracles attributed to their ac-| 
tion while in the bloed must have been mere 
phantasies of the scientific brain. 

Thet most germs are quite harm. | 
less, and eren thease which are declared te | 
be dangerous bave in themselves no power | 
to hurt. The most. dangerous of all—teta- 
nus and gasgangrene—if washed clean of 
their environment, are acknowledged to 
produce no effect at all. )

Of course, she missed the Pullman 
drawing-rooms and observation and dining 
cars. But one must remember that New 
Zealand does not cover a very great area of 
land. The roads are narrow gauge, and 
there are no great expanses of territory to 
cover. 


Auckland is a City Possessing a 
Peculiar Beauty of Its Own. 


HB city of Auckland itself is built upon 

a number of extinct volcanoes, now 
grass-covered, In every direction can be seen 
these small conical-shaped hills, none of 
them too high for an afternoon's walk. 
From the summit of most any of these, you 
can look down into innocent-looking craters, 
and possibly while you are there, a daring 
cyclist will be circling the bowl. Around 
the hillside at your feet, sheep are grazing, 
and citizens may be playing golf. 

Mt. Eden is one of the most popular of 
these hills. It was an especially clear day 
when we took this walk, and the view of 
the harbor before us was glorious. .You 
wonder if rou have seen anything just like 
it; Naples, with its azure skies and waters, 
Nice on the dreamy Mediterranean—San 
Francisco with its glorious Golden Gate— 
but Auckland possesses a beauty peculiarly 
its own. Its islands, its peninsulas, the red- 
roofed homes that peep through the green 
trees and bush, and seem to almost hug 
the water’s edge. In another direction, you 
gaze at several ocean liners that grace the 
harbor. Again at another point, is a fleet 
of sailing ships, possibly awaiting a turn of 
the wind, and as your eye travels a bit 
further, is bush-covered Mt. Rangitoto—a 
huge, extinct volcano—very symmetrical in 
outline. The unique part of Rangitoto is, 
that no matter from what location it is 
viewed, the lines of it are exactly the same. 
Like a Sentinel, Rangitoto seems to guard 
the entire bay. 


On another afternoon, we took the “One 
Tree Hill” walk—so called for the reason 
that the solitary tree that grows on its sum- 
mit, can be seen from any part of the city. 
It is truly a delightful spot for an outing. 
One is not surprised that Sir John Logan 
Campbell, Auckland's earliest settler, loved 
this hill so well, and by his last request, he 
js buried there, under that one tree. That 
he was well beloved by the citizens is evt- 
denced by the fact that his simple grave, 
under One Tree, is rarely without its floral 
tribute. It is said he knew the site of the 
town long before a single house was built. 
He was aS great a friend of the Maori as of 
the white man. 

The “Domain” is a park that covers 
100 acres. The New Zealander, like his 
British brethren, is a great lover of outdoor 
life. That afternoon we saw a different 
game of football played on the Domain, 


known as Rugby League. It is a swift, clean {| 


clean game. The rules are different to that 
of American Rugby. It was a splendid game 
we witnessed; New Zealand vs. Auckland— 
the former being the picked team going 
home to England. New Zealand claims she 
has the finest all-round football players in 
the world. They will proudly tell you of 
their famous All Blacks, an undefeated 
team.

Now there is a gun Wagon, 
bearing an empty coffin, draped with the 
Union Jack, with its wreath, “Lest we for- 
get.” A lump involuntarily arises in your 
throat, as the babe clinging to its mother 
cries, “Our daddy's ‘gone, too,” and your 
tears fall unmashamed, for the sorrow of it 
all. And it is a bit of relief when the last 
group—jack tars, and the navy band—go 
by. How nobly did they give of their ALL 
for their mother country. 


Auckland's Art Gallery Contains 
a Notable Collection. 


ITH a number of others, we went to 
the Anglican Cathedral to listen to the 
services. It was most impressive. 
The Rev. Col. Gillam, who. conducted the 
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Auckland Art Gallery. It comtaies a v 
noteworthy collection. There are many 
splendid examples of artists" endeavors 
from all over the world, and a sumber of 
New Zealand's own, most prominent of 
which is Goldie’s famous collection of 
Maor! paintings. It is altogether an exhibit 
of art that would require several days to 
familiarise one’s self with, and of which 
Auckland is justly. proud. 


Just opposite our hotel is the Auckland 
Museum, where a fund of knowledge is to 
be obtained about the bird, animal, mineral 
and vegetation life of New Zealand. What 
greets the eye first in its glass cage is the 
Monster bird, the moa, similar in type to 
the American ostrich, but much larger, and 
lacking the wings. It*is twotoed, and this 
particular specimen stands nearly fifteen 
feet in height. This example is long ex- 
tinct. The Maori will tell you many wild 
tales about this bird. Many of their phan- 
tom gods rode around the world on them, 
and there is the moa itself to prove it! 


To many, the collection of most impor- 
tance ia the Maori relics, etc. They are all 
contained in a Maori buttress-house—a 
splendid example of Maori workmanship. 
Qne of the most striking features of this ex- 
hibit is a Maori war canoe. It has an 
eighty-twofoot beam, and is 15° feet long. 
It is made of totara wood—a _ very hard 
wood, and is extensively carved and 
trimmed with mother of pearl, and stained 
a dark red. It could easily hold 100 men, 
and took many years to complete. It is a 
remarkable piece of workmanship, in view 
of the fact that their implements were of 
so crude a nature. 


The fine collection of Maori greenstone 
clubs, ax heads, spears, ornaments, native 
feather clocks, and mats, etc., were the gift 
of Sir George Grey, who was for many years 
Governor of New Zealand. 


To the morbidly inclined, the war col- 
lection will make an appeal, There are 
heads galore; dried, most grewsome. On 
asking the attendant for a guide book, we 
were informed they have not yet had one, 
but he thought they would, sometime. This 
is a tery Baive reply, but how provincial! 


A Trip to the Environs is Well 
Worth the Time and Effort. 


HERE are many delightful trips around 

the Bay of Auckland, and the visitor can 
spend many pleasant days in this vicinity. 
The weather is fine, in spite of the fact that 
it is the beginning of the colonial winter— 
June. 


By ferry, we crossed to Devonport, fifteen » 
minutes’ ride from Auckland—a “pretty 
suburb, boasting of a fine “shore.” From 
there, a few minutes in a car or motor bus, 
and one’ is in Takapuna, another pretty 
suburb, built around the banks of Lake 
Takapuna. Outside of its scenic beauty, 
Lake Takapuna is noteworthy for the fact 
that it is as round as the proverbial orange, 
and is fathomiess. And Maori legend will 
tell you that Mt. Rangitoto sprang out of 
Lake Takapuna. 


If you are a fisherman, Takapuna wil! lure 
you with fits fine trout. And speaking of 
fish, if you have tasted of the South Sea 
schnapper, you will probably concede it to 
be finer than anything you have ever eaten. 

We have just heard'a very  satiafying 
concert at the Town Hall, which boasts of 
a very good organ, and the organist is re- 
tained by the city.* He is usually brought 
over from England, and must have the 
best of credentials. 


Through the courtesy of a lumber com- 
pany, we spent an enjoyable few days in 
the “bush"—or what we. term, timber 
lands. The forests of New Zealand boast 
of much valuable timber, but the most 
notable of all, is the kauri pine. It is a 
very imposing looking tree, and is said to 
take a thousand years to reach maturity. 
This tree is valvable not only for its tim. 
ber, but also for its sap. It is the gum that 
is used in varnish, etc. The kauri gum fn- 
dustry is a very important one in New Zea- 
land. 


From our temporary camp amidst the 
fern and bush, we gaze into the sky that 
is a blazing mass of. silvery light. It is a 
Maoriland night, and we can see very 
plainly the four stars that form the fa- 
mous Southern Cross. But the cross itself 
is more notable, however, for its sent!- 
mental value, rather than for its actual 
brilliancy.

Why the Teeth Chatter.

You have little 
control over it, and can stop it only bs 
clinching the teeth. It is really a mild 
variety of spasm caused by the cold, which 
acts on the jaw muscles in much the same 
way that some poisons produce muscular

When I returned’ to 
Singapore, I had a commission for stx 
large elephants. 

It was a better vacation than I could 
have had in Europe. I had made many 
friends and attended to some animal bus!- 
ness .and | had £700 clear profit in my 
pockets. 

At my animal house [I found a letter 
from Mr. La Seuf, the director of the 
Perth Zoological Gardens, saying that he 
Was anxious to get a rhinoceros and ask- 
ing what I could do for him. I did not 
want to go into the jungle again immedi- 
ately, for I was afraid of a return of the 
fever, but I replied that I would see what 
could be dome and I sent out word to all 
my native agents. Both Mr. La Seuf and 
his father, who was director of the gardens 
at: Melbourne, were great friends of mine, 
and their gardens had been my best mar- 
ket for animals. Quite naturally, I wanted 
to do everything I could to help them, and 
so, when word came from an agent in 
Trengganu that some rhinoceroses had 


been located there, I packed up my kit 
and started out.

had passed the cages where the prisoners 
were kept. Many of them were starving to 
death, for, unless their friends or family 
cared for them, they got no food. 

“Why don't you feed them?’ I asked. 

“Why should I?’ he replied. “If I feea 
them, my whole country will want to go to 
jail.” 

Finally, after he had satisfied his crav- 
ing for sociability, he gave me my official 
permit to go into the interior and to force 
labor. I started out for the upper end of 
his state, bordering on Lower Siam. At 
the mouth of the River Stew, I found my 
agent; we gathered a crew of ten men and 
went up the river as far as we could. When 
the weeds became so thick that we could 
not force the boats through, we took to 
the jungle and began cutting our way to 
the mud-puddle where the rhinoceroses 
came to wallow. 

We took great precautions in approach- 
ing the puddle, for once a rhinoceros gets 
the scent of a hunter, he is off through the 
jungle as fast as he can go. The hunter, 
who spots his animal and shoots, has an 
easy time of it; bat the collector, who 
must capture, has a more difficult job. He 
must work and build his trap at the very 
spot frequented by the animal and he must 
do so without exciting suspicion. A rht 
noceros seldom Charges when he sees a 
man, and his charge is not dangerous, for 
he is short-sighted and cannot gauge his 
direction accurately. Most often, he runs, 
and it is almost impossible, even when the 
collector can find him again, to* chase or 
lure him back to the trap. 

No animals were at the puddle when we 
arrived; and I had a good opportunity to 
examine the location. Then we withdrew 
and | told the men how we should go about 
making the capture. We. made camp, 
building platforms between the trees for 
living-quarters, and | detailed some of the 
men to the work on a rattan net, which 
measured twenty by fifteen feet, with 
meshes ten inches square. I felt that we 
had a good chance of getting a rhinoceros 
in a net-trap and should save ourselves 
much time and labor if we could do so. 
When the net was ready, we put it in posi- 
tion at a likely looking approach—half on 
the ground, where the anima] would step 
into it, and half suspended, so that he 
would catch it with his head and bring it 
down about him. 

Then we turned our attention to making 
pits. As I have explained before, a heavy 
animal was sure to injure himself in fal)- 
ing inte a square pit such as the natives 
generally dug, and, of course, an injured 
animal would have been of no use to me. 
Hence the four pits that we dug arotnd 
the puddle were made wedge-shaped, in- 
stead of square. They were six feet wide 
at the top and tapered to three feet at the 
bottom; they were eight feet deep and 
ten feet long, with the approach tapering 
down so there would be the least possible 
chance that the beast would injvre himself 
when he fell. 

Over the tops of the pits we built plat- 
forms of bamboo poles, and covered them 
with mud and leaves, taking care to leave 
no traces of our work. To the building of 
each pit we gave a whole day of hard labor 
and we were constantly on the alert for 
fear one of the rhinoceroses might sur- 


| prise us. Lookouts were already stationed 


to catch the sounds of the beasts as they 


‘| broke through the jungle, coming to their 


bath. 

One morning a native came running 
with the news that a rhinoceros was 
trapped. We gathered our tools and hur- 
ried off to the puddle. There, grunting 
and fighting, lay a two-ton rhinoceros, firm- 
ly wedged in and helpless. When he saw 
us, he became furious, squirming in the 
slime of the pit, pounding with his feet 
and grunting. 

I divided my crew, putting half at build- 
ing a cage of heavy timbers and the others 
at digging away the ground in front of the 
beast. By the time the cage was put to 
gether and bound securely with rattan, we 


tom of the pit, grunting and moving for- 
ward as rapidly as he could get foothold. 
He put his head against the wall and 
rooted; the wall toppled over and he 
lurched out of the pit and into the cage. 
The natives slipped the end-bar into place. 

The capture was finished—but not the 
work. A rhinoceros cannot be broken and 
driven through the jungle like an 
phant;: he must be hauled every foot of the 
way. With the six water-buffaloes strain- 
ing and every native giving a hand, we 
pulled the cage up the incline and mounted 
it om the runners. It took a week of 
steady cutting’ to clear the way, so that we 


At last we got the elephant into the passage. 
It was a tight At. 


could drag the cage to the Trengganu 
River. There we built a heavy raft and 
floated the cage down to port. Another 
two weeks passed before we could ship 
the beast to Singapore, for transshipment 
to Perth. 


I received for the animal £200, which 
was about one-quarter of its value. But it 
was as much as the Perth Zoological Gar- 
dens could afford to pay, and I was glad to 
be able to put so fine a specimen into the 
hands of Mr. La Seuf. 


One day when I was busy in my animal 
house, Ali came to me with the message 
that three natives from Pontianak, Borneo, 
were outside. They had something impor- 
tant to tell me, Ali said. When they came 
in I found that I knew one of them; he 
Was an anima) trader from whom I ha@ 
bought some birds and monkeys. The 
other two were headmen from the interior 
of Borneo. 


The headmen had gone to the trader 
with the story of two large orang-outangs 
that were terrorizing their villages, and 
the trader was bringing them to me for ad- 
vice. We sat down in the shade and dis- 
cussed the situation. The orang-outangs 
had run off with a young girl and had re- 
cently killed one of the men. The natives 
had tried repeatedly to kill them, but with- 
out success, and now they were afraid to 
venture into the jungle. 


Per several years I had had a standing 
order from the Antwerp Zoological Gar- 


dens for a good specimen of orang-outang, 
and | had planned to go, just as soon as 
my health permitted, into Borneo, to see 
what I could find. Orang-outangs com- 
mand unlimited prices because they are so 
hard to capture and, once captured, so diffi- 
cult to deliver. On account of homesick-

I impressed them with the fact that I was 
not anxious to make the trip, and I made 
them promise, as a first consideration, that 
they would use all their power to prevent 
the natives from killing the animals if | 
captured them. I feared that the resent- 
ment of the natives against the orang 
outangs might lead them to kill the ani- 
mals for revenge, even after I had them 
safely caged. They agreed to do as I re 
quested and once again begged me to re 
turn with them. I told them to come back 
the next day and talk with me again. I 
had already made up my mind, but it is al- 
ways well to det a wative think that one 
hag not quite decided. 


When I went to see the Dutch Consul- 
General and explained the situation, he ts 
sued passports for me, and, accompanied 
by the two headmen, the trader, Ali and 
my coolie boy. I took the next steamer to 
Pontianak. At Pontianak | presented my 
credentials to the Dutch resident. He Was 
pleased to hear that I was going after the 
orang-outangs and he offered to let me have 
as many native officials as | wished to take 
along. I thanked him and declined his of- 
fer, explaining that I really did not know as 
yet what I should need, or how long I 
should be up-country. As a matter of fact, 
1 did not want his native officials because |} 
knew that the jungle people have no love 
for them, and I wanted to have my expédl- 
tion entirely clear of everything that 
looked official. 


We stayed there for several days, getting 
supplies together. The trader remained 
with the party at my request, because he 
was known by both the coast and the jun- 
gle people. From a Chinese he rented a 
houseboat that I could keep as long as ! 
had need of it. The Borneo houseboats are 
twenty to twenty-five feet long and five feet 
wide; they have a bamboo shed, which 
makes a fairly comfortable room, and are 
rowed or paddled by six men. With a mat 
tress spread on the floor and mosquito-net- 
ting hung about, I could take the trip up 
the river easily. Omar, one of the head- 
men, stayed with me in my boat, while Ma 
hommed Munshee, the other hea@man, went 
ahead with some of the stores.
